London, May B.—The budget gives 
Ci new turn to the political situation. 
All parties anticipated that the chan¬ 
cellor of the exchequer, facing an ex¬ 
traordinary deficit, would use the in¬ 
come tax as the basis of his plan for 
balancing the accounts. Moderate opin¬ 
ion, however, was inclined to believe 
that he would revise the Income tax 
downward, while adding something for 
the wealthier a lasses to pay. Appar¬ 
ently, however. Mr. Lloyd Oeorge de¬ 
cided that the plutocrats were quite 
capable of bearing the burden, his 
grant to the local taxpayers being more 
that offset by his new demands upon 
the class which more severely feels the 
burden of rates and taxes. 

In a sense the budget admits the in¬ 
terpretation that it is an electioneering 
weapon, though admittedly it would be 
unlikely to favor the government In 
an Immediate election. At the same 
time the Incomo tax revision is bound 
to provide the government with sup¬ 
port from that section of neutral politi¬ 
cal power which is Inclined to favor 
the party conferring immediate bene¬ 
fits. 

Herein Mr. Lloyd George has played 
his cards well. Avoiding the Imposi¬ 
tion of taxes upon the poorer classes 
he appears to have Revised the present 
Incidence of taxation so as to make 
those able to bear the burden pay. 

The single taxers are disappointed 
equally with those who anticipated h 
general downward revision of the In¬ 
come tax that would compel the man 
with an income of 1750 a year (o realize 
the full financial effect of the recent 
social reform legislation.

and industry In Mexloo. The foreign secretary declined, declaring that In view 
of the /act that mediation had been undertaken by Argentina, Brazil and Chile, 
it could serve no useful purpose for the British government to make separate 
proposals on its own account to either Washington or Mexico. 

Authoritative Expression From Mediators. 

Washington, May 6.—The text of the Mexican mediators’ telegram to 
General Carr an xa, eliminating him from the mediation proceedings, which be- j 
came known to-day, disclosed for the first time that the mediators held that i 
all the difficulties that contributed toward the present situation in Mexico bear 
either directly or indirectly on the Solution of the pending conflict between 
Mexico and the United States. 

This message from the mediators gives the first authoritative expression 
from them that they considered the whole range of Mexican difficulties, in¬ 
cluding the Huerta-Carranza issue, as having a bearing on the issue between 
the United States and Huerta. _ 


BRITAIN MAY SEND AN 
EXHIBIT TO 1915 FAIR 


London, May 6.—The British 
government will reconsider Its de¬ 
cision not to participate in the 
Panama-Pacific exposition at San 
Francisco, and It probably will de¬ 
cide thpt Great Britain shall of¬ 
ficially be represented at the fair 
In a distinctly modified form. 

Premier Asquith to-day received 
a deputation from the House of 
Commons representing more than 
half the membership and promised 
to submit their views to the cabinet. 

The suggestion of the deputation 
was that the British government 
provide a special governmental 
pavilion which would serve as a 
rallying point for British subjects 
from all parts of the empire. Mr. 
Asquith Intimated that this pro¬ 
posal. which would b« In the nature 
of a complimentary acceptance of 
the invitation to participate without 
committing the government to 
much expenditure would commend 
Itself to the cabinet ministers.

Chinese, with their pigs and chickens.' 
was the most noticeable featu-c oa the 
vessel. Again on the way from Nnnr.u 
to Prince Rupert the Jap and his 
family were much in evidence. As on? 
gentleman—and he was a Conservative, 

I too—remarked: *You do not need sta¬ 
tistics to show the Increase of the Ju-j 
panese In British Columbia, fo.* you 
cannot move without coming Into con- < 
< tact with them.* The Japanese, jy the 
way, generally travel cabin, whll* the 
I great majority of the Chinese n«w to 
be found In the steerage. At this time* 
of year the landing of Japanese and 
Chinese, pigs and chickens.

The halibut schooners and steamers 
lying alongside the docks there served 
to Impress on our minds the vast im¬ 
portance to the province of the halibut 
banks off the north coast, and the re¬ 
lation which the fishing Industry In 
general bears to the welfare of the 
province. In that city we also saw the 
immense cold-storage plant and en¬ 
joyed a visit to It under the guidance 
of ex-Mnyor T. P. Pattullo. The great 
concrete and steel mass, the huge en¬ 
gines and freezing machinery, the 
durk passages and stairways, with the 
walls and celling coated with hoar¬ 
frost. and the cavernous store-rooms, 
combine to make a tour of the plant 
a very Impressive thing and something 
to remember. Some of the rooms we 
saw filled with great big halibut, 
frozen Into a solid mass and hard as a 
block of Ice, and In others were the 
fine fat herring that Is used as bait by 
the halibut fishers.” 

In the Bella Coola Valley. 

“Bella Coola," said Mr. Oliver, re¬ 
ferring to the visit paid to that beau¬ 
tiful valley, "Is one of the points which 
the Liberal party.

' The Esquimau Gun club’s permit to 
hold Its annual shooting was renewed 
on the understanding that shooting was 
to be confined to club grounds. An¬ 
nouncement was made that six of the 
fifteen new hydrants have been Install¬ 
ed by the Esquimau waterworks, but 
no further step towards obtaining fire 
protection was discussed at last night’s 
meeting. Mayor Stewart’s letter In¬ 
viting Esquimau’s co-operation In

Nor are the roads the only cause 
of complaint. The inefficiency and al¬

law-abiding subject must pay a license 
fee to carry shotgun or rifle whilst the 
criminal can and docs arm himself 
with the most deadly weapons with¬ 
out permission.

And is It any wonder, 
after the experience they have had of 
the inefficiency of the administration 
and the prostitution of Justice, that 
they should by resolution express thHr 
opinion in respect thereto?”

What Is largely in.the nature of a 
test case, and one that attracted a 
large body of Indians who ore chiefly 
concerned to the police court this 
morning, had its first hearing before 
Magistrate Jay In the provincial court. 
After hearing J. Taylor, K. C., for the 
Indians, the magistrate ordered an ad¬ 
journment until May 12 in order that 
certain facto attested may be proved. j 

The argument la based on tha prose** 
cution by the provincial police of Ed¬ 
ward Jim. who was found with a piece 
of deer In his possession, a proceeding 
which In the ordinary way Is contrary 
to the game law of this province. 

Counsel for the Indians contends 
that the provincial government cannot 
legislate In Its game laws against tha 
Indians whCn the lands they hunt tonfi 
part of the reserve handed to the In¬ 
dians as a perpetual entail. 

The whole crux of the situation, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Taylor, .is .that the 
treaty made between the early settief* 
and the Indians, and ratified by the 
imperial government, reserved to the 
Indians the right to hunt and fish over 
unoccupied lands, and more particu¬ 
larly'over those lands set aside, upon 
and from which they' might procure 
their "sustenance. 

Edward Jim, who Is chief “of hte 
tribe,, was the only witness heard this 
morning. It was with him that the 
buck’s flesh was found, and he ad¬ 
mitted killing it on the east portion of 
Saturna Island. But this portion he 
asserted was an Indian reserve, aifd 
had been so .since the first commission 
came at the time when his father was 
chief of the tribe. He swore that the 
meat he had got was for hie own con¬ 
sumption and not for sale. 

The case was then adjourned. 


When Mlsd Gordon, superintendent \ 
of the social service work of the Pres- j 
hyterlan church In this province. 1 
found that her audience at St. Poul’s 
Presbyterian church, Victoria West, 
consisted very largely of members of 
the boys' league, she changed, the 
character of her address and adopted 
one suitable to the nature" of her 
hearers.

Board of Fire Underwriters, W. Mor- 
ley. is expected to arrive here to-day 
to make an Independent survey of the 
city for the companies so that they 
can act on the request of the city 
council that a reduction be made In 
the fire Insurance rates in force Jn 
Victoria. 

This work will occupy Mr. Morley 
for at least four weeks, as It Is an 
exceedingly Involved and technical 
matter. He will go exhaustively into
